DETAILED ACTION 

The declarations under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed 1 1/23/2009 are sufficient to overcome 
the rejection of claims 43-54 and 59-60 based upon Kuylenstierna et al. ("Tuneable 
Electromagnetic Bandgap Structures based on Ba.25Sr rsTiOs Parallel-plate Varactors on 
Silicon Coplanar Waveguides", 33rd European Microwave Conference, 2003). 

Election/Restriction 

Claim 43 is an allowable generic claim. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in 
MPEP § 821 .04(8), claims 55-58,61-64 and 66-73, directed to a non-elected 
embodiment, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction 
requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 
1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set fortli in tlie Office action 
mailed on 01/14/2009 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction 
requirement as to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim 
presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the 
limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be 
subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the Instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the 
provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1 , 
1 21 5, 1 70 USPQ 1 29, 1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ).
